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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that Kraft et 
al is nonanalogous art, it has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be 
reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection 
of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, both Haines et al and Kraft 
et al are multiplayer sound absorbing panels. The panel of Haines et al can be used in automotive headliners and hoodliners as well as 
ventilation systems. The panel of Kraft et al is used in air ducts of an engine. An air duct is a ventilation system component. 
In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's motivation comes from applicant's disclosure, the examiner's motivation to 
combine Haines; et al and Kraft et al came from Kraft et al. Kraft et al teaches a panel that exhibits acoustic properties similar to that of 
bulk absorber material. One having ordinary skill in the art would know that bulk absorber material has high suppression and therefore a 
high airflow resistance, which was the examiner's motivation. 
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
